MUNICIPAL ADJUSTMENT BUDGET {6/1/1/1 2013/2014) (ACFO) 

PURPOSE 

To submit to Council a Recommendation for an Adjustment Budget in terms of Section 28 of the 
Municipal Finance Management Act no.56 of 2003. 

COUNCIL RESOLVED (31 JANUARY 2014) 

That Council APPROVES the under mentioned 2013/2014 Adjustment budget 


BACKGROUND 

Section 28(1) of the Municipal Finance Management Act no.56 of 2003 states that a Municipality 

may revise an annual budget through an adjustment budget. 

The adjustment budget - 

a) Must adjust the revenue and expenditure estimates downwards if there is material 
under-collection of revenue during the current year. 

b) May appropriate additional revenues that have become available over and above those 
anticipated in the annual budget but only to revise or accelerate spending programmes 
already budget for. 

c) May within a prescribed framework authorize unforeseeable and unavoidable 
expenditure recommended by the mayor of the Municipality. 

d) May authoriie the utiliiation of projected savings in one vote towards spending under 
another vote. 

e) May authorize spending of funds that were unspent at the end of the past financial year 
were the under spending could not reasonably have been foreseen at the time to 
include projected rollovers when that annual budget for the current year was approved 
by council. 

f) May correct any error in the annual budget and 

g) May provide for any other expenditure within a prescribed framework. 

Section 28(5) states that when an adjustment budget is tabled, it must be accompanied by- 

a) An explanation how the adjustments budget affects the annual budget; 

b) A motivation of any material changes to the annual budget; 

c) An explanation of the impact of any increased spending on the annual budget and the 

annual budgets for the next two financial years; and 

d) Any other supporting documentation that may be prescribed. 


DISCUSSIONS 

The Operational Budget of the municipality is recommended to remain unadjusted at R 1 688 706 
369 for this financial year due to the strain that will be placed on administration with respect to 
service delivery. The majority of the budget is fixed and adjustments can only be made on the 
general expenses and repairs& maintenance. If the operational budget is adjusted, the departments 
will not be able to access additional funds. The Municipality has currently a pay rate of 69% and a 




total Income percentage of 84% as at 31 December 2013 which is in line with the budget. It 
is however very important that expenditure must be according a cash flow basis.
